is thought at the Treasury that the 
best Way out of the dilemma will be 
to redeem these coins at par and re- 
tire them from circulation'. ' Proba- 
bly Secretary Sherman will make a 
recommendation to that effect in his 
annual report to Congress. Strong 
pftssare will doubtless be brought 
to4bmr on Congress to induce -that 
body either to redeem .these dollars 
or to place them on an eqnality with 
the silver dollars.
